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Selectmen’s 
Report 


TO: The Inhabitants of the Town of Orange 


The Board of Selectmen wishes to express its appreciation to 
the various Department heads for their fine work during the past 
year. Their reports which appear elsewhere in this report indi- 
cate the volume of work accomplished in the town during a year. 
A study of their proposed budgets will show that except for a few 
exceptional cases the amounts requested for 1952 do not exceed 
the 1951 appropriations. 

The only substantial increase in the 1952 budget comes from 
the ten percent wage raise requested for all full time Town em- 
ployees. In this respect the Board feels that to have competent 
workers engaged in Town affairs the Town must at least meet the 
minimum wages offered by competitive private enterprises. 

This past year has seen the Town construct and occupy a 
fine new elementary school building which stands as a monument 
to the generosity and foresightedness of the people of Orange. 
The Board commends the Orange School Building Committee 
and all the persons who gave unsparingly of their time and effort 
in making this capital improvement a reality. 

A detailed report of the Highway Department follows, 
calling attention to the great volume of work accomplished 
by this department. Outstanding in 1951 was the construction of 
a Multiplate Arch to replace the old wooden bridge over Tully 
Brook. This job was done almost entirely by the highway depart- 
ment at a cost not greater and perhaps less than a similar project 
would cost under contract with the added benefit that money 
paid for labor was paid to local people and spent in Town. Itisa 
credit to the Superintendent and workers that State and County 
road officials say that the Orange Highway department is one of 
the best in this locality. 
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As a separate article in this year’s warrant we are offering 
for consideration the proposal that the Town construct a munici- 
pal building to house the Highway department and the vehicular 
equipment of the Water, Cemetery and Police Departments. In 
our estimation this proposal is an absolute must as the Town is 
now paying high rentals for inadequate facilities. Since the last 
annual town meeting the cost of rent for the building occupied by 
the pee ray department has increased from $58.33 to $105 a 
montn. 

The Selectmen are concerned by the lack of interest in Town 
affairs. Attendance at town meetings is very limited and elected 
offices in town go begging for candidates. The townspeople 
should resolve to take a more active part in Town affairs by at- 
tending all town meetings—taxpayer groups, service clubs, and 
similar organizations should be more active in Town affairs. 
Public meetings and open discussion of all matters concerning 
the Town should be the rule rather than the exception. It goes 
without saying that an ideal healthy condition would be to make 
every Town election a highly contested affair with many candi- 
dates, particularly young people, running for office. After all, it 
is our Town government and if we do not take the interest and 
run it perhaps we will lose the privilege of self government. 

Looking forward to the new Town year we may have to face 
problems but we are confident that with the help and cooperation 
of all the citizens these problems will be overcome. 

We wish to thank the members of the Finance Board for 
their unselfish cooperation in doing the volume of work necessary 
in preparing their critique of the budget in a shorter time so that 
the report could be in the hands of the voters in advance of town 
meeting.

Selectmen of the Town of Orange 
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Report 


The work of this department has been the regular upkeep of 
our roads, streets and sidewalks which are not included under 
Chapter 81 or Chapter 90 maintenance. Projects included the 
following: 


The construction of a concrete sidewalk on East River street, 
105 feet long and 71% feet wide and the construction of a bitum- 
inous concrete sidewalk on Shelter street, 200 feet long and 5 
feet wide, and the construction of a bituminous concrete sidewalk 
on Dexter street from North Main street, to and in front of the 
New School building, 1425 feet long and 5 feet wide. 

The installation of 38 feet of 12 inch metal drainage pipe on 
Blodgett street. 

The cleaning out of all catch basins and drop inlets before 
Chapter 81 money is allotted and also after Chapter 81 money is 
spent. 

The sweeping and cleaning up of the business section of the 
town. 

The usual bituminous patching of streets and sidewalks. | 

The gravel patching of streets and roads in the spring before 
Chapter 81 money is allotted. 

This year we made 87 concrete guide posts. 

We installed a temporary bridge over Tully Brook to take 
net of the traffic during the installation of an Armco Multiplate 

rch. 

We widened Route 78 on the east side about 1000 feet long 
and 5 feet wide. 

We had a bad wind storm or hurricane at Lake Mattawa on 
the Holtshire, Hickory and Walnut Hill roads. 
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BRIDGES 


The old wooden railings on the Tully Brook Inn bridge all 
gave way and were replaced with concrete guide posts and rails. 

The Hitchcock meadow bridge was replanked this year. 

It is also hoped, in the near future, to have an arch culvert 
to replace this old wooden bridge, which is on the North Orange 
road to Warwick. We also hope to have an arch culvert to replace 
the old wooden bridge on the Poor Farm road. 


MUNICIPAL BUILDING 


At the present time the Highway and Sewer department is 
still renting the garage and shed at the rear of Chase Turbine 
Manufacturing Company. 

This is the year that we should have a new Town Garage 
built as starting January 1, 1952 the rent has jumped from $58.33 
per month to $105.00 per month, which I feel is very poor busin- 
ess, as this rent would more than pay its share towards a new 
building. We also would save the garage rental on the Water 
department truck. 


SNOW AND ICE 


During the year we plowed 9 snow storms, a total of 33 inch- 
es of snow. We plowed 8 inches in January, 5 inches in February, 
2 inches in March, 4 inches in November and 14 inches in Decem- 
ber. The call for sand is more and more each year and we sanded 
streets and roads to the extent of 1365 tons of sand with a mix- 
ture of 300 pounds of rock salt to every 5 tons of sand. We deliv- 
ered the usual amount of sand around to the houses for private 
use on sidewalks. The snow fence was set and also sand boxes as 
usual. We had the use of the Sno-Go again this year in exchange 
for plowing out the Airport runway and taxi-way. We plowed out 
the Airport 7 times, and sanded once this year. The Sno-Go, be- 
sides being used for picking up snow, helps in keeping our eatch 
basins opened up. 

We could have the best looking streets in the winter time of 
any town around if the people would shovel their walks before we 
pick up with the Sno-Go instead of waiting until after we pick up. 


SEWERS 


We installed 6 new house connections this year. There were 
no new main sewer extensions this year. We cleaned and flushed 
the complete main line on Pleasant and Highland streets, also

East Main street from Water street to Mill street. The usual 
amount of stoppages were taken care of. 

I have put in the budget for this year a stm necessary to 
purchase a power cleaning outfit of which we are greatly in need. 


CHAPTER 90 MAINTENANCE 


The work finished this year under this account is as follows: 

Wheeler avenue—a distance of 1.75 miles—5494 gallons of tarvia 
was applied; Tully Road—a distance of .70 miles—2860 gallons 
of tarvia was applied; Warwick Road (Route 78)—a distance of 
.60 miles—1600 gallons of tarvia was applied. A total of 9954 
gallons of tarvia was applied, covering 35,773 square yards of 
surface at a cost of $2440.00. The balance of $560.00 was used 
towards concrete on the Tully culvert project. 


CHAPTER 90 CONSTRUCTION 


The construction of a Multiplate Arch 40 feet long, span 24 
feet, with rise of 8 feet, 101% inches, replacing old wooden bridge 
over Tully Brook near the Butterworth Road, was completed, 
including also the widening and graveling of the road, proper 
concrete guide posts with 3/4 inch wire cable and the installation 
of 76 feet of 15 inch diameter metal culvert pipe. 


This project was estimated to cost $10,000.00 but when the 
job was started everything had gone up in price and the com- 
plete job cost $13,747.33. We had to use $560.00 from Chapter 
90 Maintenance and $3187.33 from Chapter 81 to finish the pro- 
ject. 

The North Orange road was continued this year and it con- 
sisted of widening and —due to ledge—drilling and blasting, the 
peerauen of culvert pipes and 5263 cubic yards of gravel placed 

to grade for a distance of 2200 feet which will be tarred this year. 


CHAPTER 81 


_The maintenance and surfacing of all our streets and roads 
except Chapter 90 maintenance work is carried on under Chapter 
81 account. Under Chapter 81, at the present time, the State 
furnishes about 60 per cent of the total amount of money spent. 
The work constitutes the care and surfacing of both gravel and 
black top streets and roads with a total mileage of 76.51 miles, of 
which 45.56 miles are black top and 30.95 miles, gravel. 

The usual scraping of our gravel roads, both in town and the 
outlying districts was done twice this year, spring and fall. 
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The brush and grass was cut and trucked away from all 
streets and roads in town and the outlying districts, this being 
done with our Ford tractor with mower attachment. 


CHAPTER 81 CONSTRUCTION 


This year the tar and asphalt business was divided between 
The Barrett Company and The Koppers Company, using 32,067 
gallons of tarvia and 24,786 gallons of asphalt, covering the fol- 
lowing streets and roads: North Main street 1.90 miles; North 
Orange .30 miles; Old State road 1.25 miles; Tully road 1 mile; 
East River street 2.25 miles; Fryeville .45 miles; West River 1.05 
miles; Walnut Hill .20 miles; Mattawa road .60 miles; Chestnut 
Hill .50 miles; Ball street .15 miles; Kelton street .15 miles; 
North Prospect .05 miles; Mayo .05 miles; High .20 miles; Bea- 
con street .15 miles; East Howe street .05 miles; Grove street 
.20 miles; Rogers avenue .20 miles; Prentiss street .55 miles; 
Adams .30 miles, Church street .15 miles; King .25 miles; East 
Myrtle .30 miles; Burrill avenue .30 miles; Fountain street .40 
miles; Chase street .45 miles; Linden street .10 miles; Hamilton 
avenue .15 miles; Hamilton street .05 miles; Briggs street .15 
miles; Putnam street .35 miles; West Myrtle street .55 miles; 
Carpenter street .15 miles—a total of 14.90 miles of streets and 
roads treated with tarvia or asphalt this year, covering 217,394 
square yards. This year we tried out a 1/4 inch pea stone cover 
over our streets after tarring, which worked out extra well and 
although the expense was more we expect to get at least two more 
years of sei vice before we treat with tar again. We will be able, 
thereby, to use money for the maintenance of more roads. 

The drainage work this year consisted of the installation of 
33 feet 12 inch diameter metal culvert pipe on Blodgett street; 
the installation of 34 feet 15 inch diameter metal culvert pipe on 
North Main street; the installation of 20 feet 15 inch diameter 
metal culvert pipe on the North Orange road; the installation of 
177 feet 12 inch metal perforated pipe, 495 feet 12 inch diameter 
metal pipe and 6 catch basins, completing the Church street 
drainage project. 

The gravelling this year was as follows: 2809 cubic yards 
placed and graded on the Tully road and 356 cubic yards on Bat- 
tle street. 

The gravel patching was as follows: 144 cubic yards placed 
on Jones Cemetery road; 112 cubic yards placed on Whitney 
street; 1380 cubic yards placed on Butterworth road; 32 cubic 
yards placed on Hayden street; 21 cubic yards placed on Wheeler 
Pond road; 21 cubic yards placed on Wendell road and 21 cubic 
yards on Chestnut Hill road.

Activities 


A small fraction of the boys and girls in Orange are benefit- 
ting by competent and enthusiastic 4-H leadership. However, 
more leaders, particularly for boys’ work, are needed. 

Mrs. Morton Brown was appointed Garden and Canning 
Supervisor for Orange. There were three volunteer leaders and 
two junior leaders in addition to Mrs. Brown. 


Canning 


There were 33 girls and 1 boy enrolled in the Food Preserva- 
tion Project. More than 2500 pints of vegetables, fruits and 
meats were canned and outstanding canning exhibits were put 
on both in Orange and Greenfield with many of the prizes:from 
Greenfield fair going to Orange exhibitors. 

Audrey Thompson of 82 Hayden street, a Junior Leader, 
was named as the girl 4-H Achievement winner in Franklin 
County. 

More emphasis and support from the parents on the Can- 
ning and freezing projects is necessary. Particularly with the 
existing high costs of food on the market. Here is an opportunity 
for girls to make a definite contribution towards holding down 
family food costs. 


Garden 
Forty-one boys and girls were enrolled in the Orange Garden 
Club. This includes both flower and vegetable gardens. About 
three acres of produce was raised both for home consumption

and in some cases for sale. Value of garden projects was well 
over $1000. 


Again Orange Club members put on excellent exhibits of 
vegetables and flowers in Orange and at Greenfield Fair. 


These gardens proved a valuable source of supply for fresh 
vegetables for the family as well as material for canning for win- 
ter use. 


Clothing 


Thirty-two girls were enrolled in clothing club work. Most 
of them belonged to the Orange Blossoms 4-H Club led by Mrs. 
Martha Jones who was assisted by Mrs. Ellsworth Songer, Mrs. 
Morton Brown and Mrs. Ethel White. 


Marcia Day of 38 Prospect street was awarded a medal for 
County Dress Revue held at County Girls’ Day in 1951 and held 
at Orange High School. 


Other Projects 


Individual boys and girls were enrolled in dairy, poultry, 
sheep, rabbit, child care, foods and electrical projects. 

Local leadership i is needed to organize agricultural clubs and 
give these boys and girls the help they need and deserve with 
their chosen projects. 


Richard Jones, outstanding 4-H’er and Junior Leader was 
selected as an International Farm Youth Delegate and is travel- 
ing and studying in Uruguay for a four-month period. 

Lack of leadership is leaving a large number of prospective 
community leaders without the necessary help in their develop- 
ment. This problem can be solved to the benefit of the town of 
Orange and its young people. It is a problem worth considering 
and certainly worth trying to overcome.

The Trustees of the Wheeler Memorial Library submit 
herewith their report for the year 1951. 

During the past year our circulation decreased from 57,217 
to 52,710. Apparently the coming of television to our town is 
having its effect on the reading habits of our townspeople. 
Orange is still a “‘reading town’’, since we circulate an average of 
about ten books a year per person, which is a high average and 
above the national figure. 

We have 2,605 registered borrowers at Orange, and 216 
‘borrowers at North Orange, an increase of 135 borrowers at 
‘Orange, and a decrease of two borrowers at North Orange. This 
is an accurate figure since we had a re-registration of borrowers 
jJast year, and discarded all inactive cards. Using the number of 
registered borrowers as a figure, we find that our circulation per 
borrower was over twenty volumes per borrower for the year. 

We have added 634 volumes, and discarded 106 volumes for 
‘a net increase of 428 volumes to our collection. 

These figures indicate that the library fills a very real place 
in our community life. In addition, the staff is frequently called 
-on for various services which do not appear in the record. Many 
requests for help and information in preparing research papers 
from members of local societies are received, also requests for 
‘books not in the library which are secured from the state and re- 
quests for information on technical subjects. The staff also has 
helped many people entering various contests published in the 
newspapers. | 

We regret the untimely death of Stanley A. Stowell, who 
‘served on our Board for many years. Mr. Stowell took an active 
interest in the library, and was a conscientious, cooperative, 
thoughtful worker. His advice and help will be missed. 
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The Athol Artists Guild again held an exhibit of the work of 
its members in November. Many people visited the library dur- 
ing the exhibit and we are greatly pleased that an increased num- 
ber has visited the exhibit every year. The Trustees are always 
glad to lend the facilities of the library for exhibits by any group 
or individual. 


The new Moore-Leland Library building at North Orange 
was opened to the public for use in April. At that time furniture 
for the building had not arrived, but the Trustees thought it best. 
to move out of the basement of the Gale-Brooks School as soon 
as possible, so we used what furniture was available until the new 
furniture arrived in August. The dedication of the new building 
was held on Sunday, August 12, with Mr. Arthur Anderson of 
Boston and North Orange, Swedish Consul at Boston and Presi- 
dent of the Board of Trustees of Tufts College, as speaker of the 
day. Mrs. John Blackmer, a relative of the late Henry L. Moore, 
donor of the building, told the story of the gift and the North 
Orange Library. Mr. Victor L. Ward, representing the Trustees, 
accepted the keys of the building from Mr. John Blackmer of 
the Library Building Committee. 


During Book Week in November we held Open House at the . 
new building with the new furniture in place. Many compliments. 
were received from the townspeople regarding the new building 
and its furnishings. We are sorry that more of our citizens from 
the “lower village” have not been able to visit the Town’s new 
Library Building on the Hill. We hope that this year many peo- 
ple will visit our beautiful building. 


At this time the Trustees would like to express their thanks. 
to the townspeople for their grant of two thousand dollars for the: 
furniture for the new building. 


It was necessary to spend more money than usual at the: 
Wheeler Memorial Library Building for repairs. The chimney 
was cleaned, a new smoke stack for the furnace, and a new toilet. 
in the basement were installed. Work was begun on the roof 
which has badly needed attention for several years. One of the 
roof drains was badly plugged and had to be replaced. When the 
present job is finished the roof over the reading rooms, and front 
lobby will be free from leaks. At a future time we hope that. 
money will be available for the repair and renewal of the back 
roof over the book stacks. 


We wish to thank the staff for their work in the past year, 
especially for their extra work in moving and setting up the 
books and furnishings in the Moore-Leland Building. 
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We acknowledge with thanks gifts of books and magazines 
from many individuals and organizations during the past year. 
We would like particularly to thank the many individuals who 
responded to our appeal for books for the new Moore-Leland Li- 
brary Building.

The work remaining to be done is putting a vent in the heat- 
er room for air, hanging a door in the toilet, and refinishing the 
shelves by the windows on the east side. 

The Committee wishes to thank Mr. Walter Stone, superin- 
tendent of the Highway Department, for his cooperation in 
cleaning the grounds and removing the large stones from where 
the Chapel building stood. 

There is still work of grading and seeding and putting in 

walks which we hope may be done this spring. 
) The Committee feels, and we think it is the opinion of those 
who have visited the building, that we have a very fine library in 
the north part of the town to serve the Community of North 
Orange and Tully. 

The Committee wanted to have this work completed before 
January first of this year but we have been unable as yet to get 
the architect to complete it.

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Report of the 
Tree Warden 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen: 


During the year 1951 extensive work was done pruning the 
public shade trees around town and in North Orange. Damaged 
limbs and hangers were removed from trees along the majority 
of streets in town. 


As a result of the hurricane in mid-July $308.00 extra was 
spent repairing the storm damage to trees along Hickory Club 
Road and the south shore of Lake Mattawa. 


Twenty-two diseased trees, other than elms, were posted and 
disposed of this year. 


This department has also been in charge of Gypsy and 
Brown Tail Moth suppression. During the late fall and winter 
the trees along most of the streets in town and the outlying dis- 
tricts were checked for the presence of larvae and this was 
destroyed when found. 


During the past few years many of the elms throughout the 
state have been dying from Dutch Elm disease. So far, a remedy 
for the disease has not been found and once a tree is afflicted it 
must be taken down and burned as the diseased elm wood can 
still infect healthy trees. The only defense against this disease is 
removal of infected trees and keeping healthy trees healthy by 
spraying and pruning. In this connection, 19 elm trees in town 
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‘were pruned and several areas containing elms were sprayed 
with DDT. Seven elm trees found to be diseased were taken 
down and destroyed. Elm trees in Orange, West Orange, and 
North Orange were checked for Dutch Elm. This included send- 
ing specimens to the laboratory in Amherst for testing. 

Poison Ivy can effectively be destroyed by spraying the area 
with armate solution. During the summer months several areas 
in North Orange, Orange, Tully and West Orange containing 
large amounts of this plant were sprayed.

I herewith submit the annual report of the Department of 
Veterans’ Service, Eastern Franklin District, together with the 
report of the Veterans’ Service and Benefits of Orange, for the 
year 1951. 


The work done in connection with Veterans’ problems has 
increased, and from all indications, due to the present state of 
world affairs, this work will undoubtedly increase during the en- 
ee year. The case load in most categories is higher than ever 

ore. 


During the year 1951, there were 2252 personal contacts 
with Veterans, 2868 telephone contacts and 187 home visits to 
‘Veterans or recipients of Veterans’ Benefits. 


As the Veterans’ Administration budget does not allow a 
contact representative to personally visit this office, some work 
is accomplished through the Fitchburg office by telephone and 
correspondence. 
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Both State and Federal laws pertaining to Veterans are con- 
stantly changing and require considerable study and work. 

There were forty-one cases aided under Veterans’ Benefits 
during the year. As of December 31, 1951, there were eighteen 
active cases and three cases pending. 

The cost to the town for Veterans’ Benefits was $16,415.75. 
The cost in 1950 was $16,832.54. 

The reimbursement from the State, received in 1951, was 
$8,142.81 and from other cities and towns, $42.89.

Alli hydrants were tested in the fall and found to be all right 
but one. One would not shut tight and was replaced with a new 
one. We had seven hydrants hit and broken about town. Five 
were paid for by the insurance company and we could not find 
who hit two of them. We have added 14 new services and renew- 
ed six from main to meter. We renewed two from main to curb. 
and renewed three from curb to the meter. We had six leaks as 
follows: 4 goosenecks and 1 iron pipe in the thread; 1 in the 12” 
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force main at the pumping station; a blown out joint which we 
repaired with a Dresser Bell Clamp. We have raised 54 mam 
gate boxes around town and patched around same. We have 
continued to change meters about town as soon as they stopped 
or for other reasons. We have changed 118. We have had very 
few complaints about the water this past year. We have sent a 
sample once a month from some faucet about town to Amherst, 
and also a sample to Boston every four months from Crystal 
Spring and Vorce’s Reservoir. 


In 1950 we pumped 108,600,000 gallons. 
In 1950 water registered through meter 68,161,000 gallons. 
In 1951 we pumped 118,582,000 gallons. 
In 1951 water registered through meter 71,261,000 gallons. 


We used 522 pounds of Chlorine to treat the water approved 
by the State Board of Health at Amherst. 


The Water Commissioners decided on a chlorinizer which 
was bought from Builders of Providence and installed by one of 
their men and is working fine. We have had the roof fixed on the 
large pumping station. We took off the old coping wall and re- 
flashed with copper which should be good for many years. We 
have painted the gate houses with two coats of paint and put in 
new clapboards where needed, one at North Pond and the other 
at the Power Pond. We bought the high pressure pump for Cal- 
gon treatment from Proportioneers of Providence, and installed 
it in the little pump house; also two new copper lines from the 
pump house to the valve housing, and a plastic line, all within a 
4” orangeburg pipe. It is ready to operate anytime if we have to 
use the deep well. We did not have to use the deep well any last 
year. 

We have straightened and painted about 300’ of fence at 
Crystal Spring but there is a lot more fence that should be 
straightened and painted. We have kept the reservoir, Crystal 
Spring and around the pumping station mowed all summer, 
sometimes twice a week. We have cut all the brush and trimmed 
the pines around Vorce’s Pond. We have also painted inside the 
little pumping station which was never painted before, also the 
trim on the outside.

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Report of Orange School Building 
Committee 


Open House at the new elementary school, authorized by 
vote of the special town meeting August 10, 1950, was held on 
December 29th and 30th, 1951. Your committee appreciates the 
many favorable comments of the attending townspeople. The 
building was completed sufficiently to permit all classes to start 
with the resumption of school following the Christmas vacation. 
‘While some of the sub-contractors, particularly heating, have not 
finished their work, it is expected that it will be done so that 
formal acceptance by the Building Committee can be made 
about the first of February, with dedication sometime later. 

Your committee early gave careful thought to the selection 
of the architects, and was fortunate in the choice of Rich and 
Tucker Associates, of 45 Newbury street, Boston, who have 
proven to be very competent, trustworthy, and exceptionally 
thorough in their supervision of construction. 

While the building specifications were being prepared, your 
committee visited many schools in order to be able to discuss 
with the architects the many details of layout and construction. 
‘The eare taken in writing the specifications resulted in no 

“extras” of any consequence. Your committee is glad to report 
that the complete project, including building construction, site 
improvement, architects’ fee, and equipment will be finished 
‘within the amounts appropriated by the town. 

The general contractor was Mr. William Belbin, of Athol. 
Sub-contractors were: Plumbing, B. F. Donohoe and Company, 
Boston; Electrical, Eyles Electrical Company, Fitchburg; Heat- 
ing, McIntosh and Sons, Greenfield; Painting, Mr. Norman 
Bogue, Athol. The committee desires to commend Mr. Belbin 
for the quality of his performance and his splendid cooperation. 
Particularly we appreciate the fact that he placed Robert Stone, 
of North Main street, in the position of Superintendent. The 
fact that we have a good building is due in large measure to 
Bob’s conscientious attention to every detail of construction. 
The committee is grateful to Glenn E. Whitney for the time and 
thought he has given to the project, far in excess of the bills he 
has submitted as Clerk of the Works. 
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The contract for site improvement is being carried out by 
Fairman and Frye. Their work will not be completed until later 
in the year, because of the regrading, loaming, reseeding and 
further work on drainage that will be required on the playfield. 


As most people know, the State of Massachusetts, through 
the Massachusetts School Assistance Commission, pays 50 per 
cent of the cost of the school. The State’s share will amount to 
$189,500, payable $18,950 per year for ten years. It is expected 
that the requirements of the Massachusetts School Assistance 
Commission will be met during the current year so that the first. 
payment from the State will be received by the town in 1953. 
We regret that it was not possible to complete the building in 
time to have the first payment by the State start in 1952. The 
following schedule will show how payments will be made, and 
costs to the Town:

Beginning with 1954, the net cost to the town will be ap- 
proximately $1.85 per thousand dollars of valuation.

We commend 
the School Survey Committee in engaging the services of the 
Educational Service Associates, headed by Dr. Bogner, 
whose carefully prepared and complete report, based upon 
their investigation, provided a sound basis for the considera- 
tion of Orange’s present and future school building needs. 


To Mr. John Marshall, chairman of the Massachusetts 
School Assistance Commission, for his early help and guid- 
ance in our project. 


To Miss Mary Roache, Principal of the new school, for 
her assistance to the committee on several occasions. 
Your committee was fortunate in having the advice and 


counsel of Dr. F. T. Waters, who, although not a member of 
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the Building Committee, attended all meetings as chairman 
of the School Board. He visited schools and was keenly in- 
terested in every detail of construction, particularly as it 
applied to school operation. His advice was sound and his 
assistance was very helpful. 


At the time the new school was being considered, there was 
a general belief that rising costs would prohibit firm bids, and 
scarcity of materials would necessitate costly substitutes. Your 
committee takes pleasure in reporting that as a result of the fore- 
thought and planning of the architects, and the prompt action 
of contractors in covering for materials, no substitutions were 
necessary and all prices of contractors and sub-contractors were 
maintained. 

No building program is easy in these times of rising prices 
and material shortages. There were problems and complica- 
tions, but there was splendid cooperation between architects, 
contractors and your committee. We find satisfaction in the fact 
that not only has a good building, fulfilling a definite school 
need, been well constructed, within the appropriation, but also 
that in planning for this school your committee endeavored to be 
helpful to the School Committee in the solution of some of its 
current and continuing educational problems. )

We are endeavoring to build a complete basic Civil Defense 
organization in Orange in a manner so that in the event of any 
emergency we would be able to speedily enlist an enlarged force 
capable of rendering any needed assistance either locally or to 
the other cities and towns of our Commonwealth. 

The regular town department heads have accepted the re- 
sponsibility of C. D. Deputy Director and as such will coordinate 
the efforts of their departments with the C. D. organization in 
the event of any emergency. 

The Chief of Police has appointed twenty auxiliary officers 
who have been trained, equipped and are available for emergency 
duty: 

The Chief of the Fire Department has appointed fifteen 
auxiliary firemen who are trained and available for emergency 
duty. 


Practically all members of police and fire departments have 
taken the standard American Red Cross first aid course and a 
few members of both departments have taken the advanced first 
aid course. 


In addition to the regular town department heads, the fol- 
lowing people have accepted the responsibility as division and 
section chiefs as follows:

The Medical and Health Division have conducted three 
standard American Red Cross first aid classes, which were at- 
tended and completed by fifty-three people. An advance first aid 
eourse was attended and completed by eighteen people. 

At the present writing a new first aid class is being organized 
and other classes will be arranged. It is hoped that many more of 
our local people will take advantage of this opportunity to be- 
come proficient in first aid procedure. A knowledge of first aid is a 
basic requirement for C. D. volunteers and of course such know- 
pace quite often is very helpful at home, in the work shop or 
office. 

We are asking the management of each industrial plant in 
town to appoint a Chief Fire Warden who will be briefed in fire » 
prevention and fire control by the Chief of the Fire Department. 
The management of each industry is also urged to encourage a 
good number of their employees to attend the first aid classes. 
Text books and other supplies are provided free to students. 

The American Red Cross has made a survey of public build- 
ings and the facilities they offer, which indicated that our public 
buildings could, in an emergency, house five hundred evacuees 
from any other ‘stricken areas. 


Our local Welfare Department is making a survey of our 
private houses as to the number of people we could house tempor- 
arily to assist any other stricken communities. This survey has 
not as yet been completed but reports so far indicate that our lo- 
eal people have the space and are willing to take into their homes 
at least one thousand people. 

A radio receiving set tuned to the state police radio has been 
ordered and will be installed in the fire station. This installation 
will put us in immediate and continuous contact with the state 
police radio system which will be used by Civil Defense authori- 
ties to relay all signals and other information in the event of any 
emergency. 

Headquarters of the C. D. Director are in the office of the 
Chief of the Fire Department. 

Mr. Clarence J. White, of White-E Cab, has volunteered the 
use of his two-way radio system i in any emergency which could be 
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very helpful to the Civil Defense Director in co-ordinating the 
efforts of town departments and auxiliary agencies. 

We have been asked by the regional C. D. Director to pro- 
vide mobile teams for emergency work in other parts of the state. 
Our Chief of Police has agreed te furnish ten auxiliary police of- 
ficers in command of a regular police officer. 

Our Fire Chief has agreed to furnish one pumper manned by 
a captain and seven auxiliary firemen. 

The Medical and Health Division has agreed to furnish at 
least one auxiliary ambulance and a three-man team of first aid- 


We hope to be able to increase this commitment of mobile 


ms. 

I would like to take this opportunity to express my apprecia- 
tion of the cooperation extended by all town department heads 
and the interest shown by volunteer C. D. appointees, most of 
whom have attended C. D. schools of instruction in Boston, 
Fitchburg or Worcester. This cooperation is of great assistance 
in setting up a plan whereby C. D. can quickly augment our reg- 
ular town departments and other auxiliary divisions in the event 
of any emergency.

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Report of the 
Board of Health 


The health of the community from the contagious disease 
standpoint has been good—no epidemics. Cases reported to the 
Board were as follows :— 


19 Chicken Pox 
8 Measles 
6 Mumps 
25 Whooping Cough 
15 Searlet Fever 
1 Pulmonary Tuberculosis 
1 Infantile Paralysis (pre-school) 


We are pleased to report that all ringworm cases, old and 
new, found in the schools, are under treatment. Several cases 
were cured after a long duration of treatment. 


We sponsored the Mobile Unit Chest X-ray program con- 
ducted during the summer, and for the teachers and school per- 
sonnel. The purpose was detection of undiagnosed tuberculosis 
in our community and the placing of any case under treatment 
through the family physician. Two thousand eighty-three adults 
were chest-X-rayed—eighty-one teachers, and personnel; one 
hundred thirty-five teachers and personnel from outside towns. 
Findings :— 


Hight adults stable, ten pulmonary suspects, twenty car- 
ane. one case positive pulmonary tuberculosis hospitaliz- 
ed. 


All complaints of various types coming to our department 
were investigated. 
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The Toxoid Clinics held were attended by forty-five school 
and pre-school children. Seven children were given the Booster 
pyc to provide better protection. Triple Antigen was used this 


ia The sudden death of Mr. Walter Cullen, who was appointed 
by our Board in J anuary, was a loss to us as well as to the com- 
munity. His son was given the position to fill out his father’s 
term. 

A project undertaken this year at the Town Dump is to see 
if we can eradicate the rats, if possible, with a special treatment. 
This was started in June and will continue until June, 1952. Its 
value, we trust, will be worth the effort.

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Report of the 
Visiting Nurse 


The nursing services under a generalized program such as we 
conduct, compares with the past year somewhat, including bed- 
side care, public health, school nursing and clinic services. 

We gear our program with hospitals, health departments, 
physicians and families, to cooperate in all fields if we are to 
reach for the overall goal. We should realize the scope of such 
Services given by this association, and what they contribute to 
the community. 

A changing overall program is facing our total picture. One 
basis of the opinion, which favors the bringing together of ser- 
vices for the care of the sick and those phases of public health 
nursing which are considered more definitely educational, lies in 
the growing recognition that the line of demarcation between 
the care of the sick, the prevention of illness and promotion of 
health is becoming more evident. 

The Mobile Unit for mass chest x-rays for the community 
was sponsored in June and July, giving the public an opportunity 
to have free chest x-rays—the purpose, the detection of undiag- 
nosed tuberculosis. Tuberculosis presents a maximum of interest 
and responsibility to us all, emphasizing that it is a preventable 
disease. Two thousand eighty-three adults were x-rayed, with 
38 retakes in the Visiting Nurse office. This clinic was arranged 
by this Association, the Board of Health, through the Franklin 
County Public Health Association and the Massachusetts De- 
partment of Public Health. The school teaching staff and person- 
nel were chest x-rayed in April at the high school—a total of 81 
and 185 from the outlying towns. | 
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The immunization program for diphtheria was carried on 
through our clinics. I would like to stress this point: Parents who 
have children of pre-school age should have them protected prior 
to entering school, either through said clinic or private physi- 
cians, so that when these children enter school a booster shot may 
be given to add better protection. This year we used the triple 
antigen (whooping cough, tetanus, diphtheria). 

The Crippled Children’s Clinic (State) under the Division of 
Maternal and Child Health was visited by many children for 
examination and treatment. The follow-up of cases under treat- 
ment is made through said clinic or in the homes. 

The school dental clinic (sodium fluoride) was carried on in 
the schools under the State program. It required much time on 
the part of the nurse—this was also true of volunteers who assist- 
ed the personnel. 

Our community has been quite free from communicable di- 
seases either among the pre-school or school groups. Neverthe- 
less, we must continue to provide protection against any disease 
which can be controlled by proper immunization. 

We need to understand that although the National and 
State governments must provide the overall direction and sup- 
port of the Civil Defense Program, we have a responsibility. We 
are living in a changing world—we must recognize that prepara- 
tion must be made in advance in the event of the atom bomb. 
The core of this program lies in the local community and it will 
have its part to play. 

Over 1600 visits were made during the year; 66 percent were 
paid in full or part, 25 percent school, 13 percent social or free. 
Case load carried was: Sixteen patients from 1950, 188 new pa- 
tients in 1951—78 percent medical, 14 percent surgical, 5 per- 
cent obstetrical; $850.50 was collected for services. 

I wish to thank my Board members, and all volunteers who 
gave assistance in the Dental Clinic and to the Community Chest 
X-ray Program, and to the Community Chest Association for its 
financial support.

Report of Board of Public Welfare 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen: 


The total number of cases aided on Old Age Assistance for 
the year 1951 was 227. There were 183 cases as of January 1, 
1951 and 176 cases as of December 31, 1951. Of the total number 
of cases aided there were 48 with no settlement, 11 cases settled 
in other cities and towns, and 18 cases settled in Orange living in 
other cities and towns, and the remaining cases are settled in 
Orange. 

The net cost to the Town of Orange for Old Age Assistance 
was $10,301.40. Aid to recipients for 1951 was $145,383.29 and 
administration was $6,320.24, making a total of $151,703.53. 
Receipts from the Federal Government, State, other cities and 
towns, recoveries and cancellations amounted to $141,402.13. 

On January 1, 1951 there were 20 cases receiving Aid to 
Dependent Children, comprising 64 persons and on December 
31, 1951 there were 16 cases comprising 52 persons. 

The net cost to the Town of Orange was $7,340.54. Total 
aid to recipients was $22,125.20 and administration was $3,831.12 
making a total of $25,956.32. Receipts from Federal Govern- 
cb cities, towns and state, and cancellations totalled $18,615.-

Aid to recipients for 1951 was $20,646.11 and administration 
was $1,005.89, making a total of $21,652.00. Receipts from State, 
cities and towns, individuals and cancellations were $5,808.17, 
making a net cost to the town of $15,343.83. 
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We also wish to announce that we have written the Massa- 
chusetts Federation of Taxpayers’ Association favoring Senate 
Bill No. 403, which would open welfare records to official investi- 
gation and also allow public inspection of Welfare lists. 

At a town meeting held September 6, 1951, the Town of 
Orange voted to join a welfare district with the towns of New 
Salem, Wendell, and Erving for the administration of Old Age 
Assistance, Aid to Dependent Children, and General Relief, to 
become operative October 1, 1951. The staff, consisting of 
agent, social worker, senior clerk, and junior clerk. The Board of 
Public Welfare of each participating town appointed one of its 
members to serve on the Eastern Franklin Welfare District 
Committee.

Inspector of Barns and Animals 
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Report of Water Survey Committee 


This committee was formed at the annual town meeting in 
March, 1949, to look into the water supply conditions of the Town 
of Orange and to see where future extensions might be made and 
how they should be financed. The committee was made up of 
five citizens, the Water Commissioners and Superintendent, and 
two members of the Planning Board. 

The committee hired Engineering Associates of Melrose un- 
der the direction of John Snell to draw up a complete engineering 
report of the Orange water works. This report is available to the 
townspeople at the public library or may be obtained from any 
of the members of the committee. 

In brief, the three main areas needing water are Lake Mat- 
tawa, West Orange, and North Orange, Tully and Packard 
Heights. In the North Orange area test wells have been driven 
‘and a proposed water works laid out that is estimated to cost 
_Two formulas have been suggested by which the cost of fu- 
ture extensions can be made to be very nearly self-supporting. 

The report points out that Orange should acquire the Han- 
son Pond area where the water supply now originates and build 
-a dam there in order to increase the supply against a dry year. 

The proposal will be presented in an article in the town meet- 
ing warrant next March.

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An important question involved in the appropriations for 
1952 is that of salaries and wages. Most departments have in- 
cluded in their requests, funds to permit salary and wage in- 
creases of 10 percent. Considering today’s living costs, the in- 
creased financial burden of the town as well as the 10 per cent 
salary and wage increase voted last year, the committee feels 
that a 5 percent increase is all that can be justified at this time. 
The figures recommended by the committee therefore include a 
5 percent increase in salaries and wages. 


The appropriations recommended by the committee for 1952 
total $596,859.00 as against budget appropriations for 1951 of 
$540,133.00; an increase of about $56,700.00.

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Report of Superintendent of Schools 


I herewith submit to you the Annual Report of the Superin- 
tendent of Schools, this being the twenty-third in this series of 
reports. 


Heeding a request from the Board of Selectmen, we have 
made this report briefer than usual. 


GRADE SCHOOL CHANGES 


The public school registration on the opening day of Septem- 
ber, 1951, continued upward, particularly in the elementary 
grades. Once again we were obliged to use unsuitable rooms to 
fit our seating needs. | 


In addition to using a room in the high school for a new 
grade 4-A, the lunch room in the Central School was taken over 
for grade JEA) and the teachers’ room in Central was converted 
for use by the Ungraded Class. 


As we approached the new year and the opening of the 
“‘New School’, it seemed advisable not only to ascertain the num- 
ber of pupils living in the Dexter Street area, but also to find out 
what grades, and how many pupils would have to be transferred. 
With the assistance of Principals Roache and Witherell, in pin- 
pointing the residence of all grade school pupils, we were able to 
group the pupils of the first six grades in fairly even divisions. 
In fact the present arrangement of classes was determined as a 
result of finding out exactly the street location where pupils liv- 
ed. It indicated that the majority of Whitney Street pupils 
would attend at Dexter Street. Thus the new schoo! will enroll 
pupils from Whitney, from the immediate vicinity of Dexter and 
North Main Street, and transportees from the outlying districts. 


This rearrangement of classes released five teachers, who 
with three new appointees, made our teaching staff complete to 
re-open schools on January 2, 1952. See “List of Teachers” and 
their reassignments later on in this report.

IDONIA C. TUBBS 


From the high school principal’s report, we note the com- 
mendation concerning Miss Tubbs and her work. We are glad to 
add our praise and our appreciation for the many, many years of 
patient, understanding, and faithful teachir g service rendered by 
Miss Idonia C. Tubbs. The effect of her guidance and zeal in 
Orange High School will long be remembered by pupils and asso- 
ciates. 


VOCATIONAL EDUCATION 


During the past decade we have discussed with you the mer- 
its of and the need for vocational education and the possibility of 
installing and maintaining such courses in Orange. 

In order to comprehend the financial picture clearly, two 
facts must be understood. These are, first, the cost or payments 
by the School Department for the tuition of pupils attending vo- 
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cational schools outside of Orange; and second, the amount of 
reimbursement paid to the town treasurer because of vocational 
expenditures. The reimbursement is one half the total expended. 

For your information, there are, as of December 1, 1951, 25 
boys attending New Salem Academy; also there are 50 adults 
taking evening courses (vocational) at Athol and Greenfield. 
The cost per boy at New Salem Agricultural School is $140 per 
year. The charge for adults at evening vocational schools in Ath- 
ol, Greenfield, and Springfield averages $12 per course. Thus, the 
cost for 25 boys at New Salem for 1952 will be $3500; for 50 
adults about $600. Note, we also have a charge for transporta- 
tion at an additional cost of approximately $1000. The total for 
these three items as figured will be nearly $5100. One half this 
amount, $2550, will be the reimbursement to the Town of 
Orange. 

SEPTEMBER, 1952 


From the enrollment table, you will note that there are 85 
pupils in grade 6 with approximately 28 pupils per grade. At 
promotion time next June, we shall probably have this number 
transferred to the Central School, necessitating three classrooms. 
Since we have only two divisions in grade 7 at present, this 
means an extra grade to house in Central School. The question 
is, where shall we place the third 7th grade in Central? Once 
more we shall be obliged to take away the lunch and recreation 
room and use it again as a classroom. In last year’s report we 
mentioned the merging of pupils from the Ungraded Room with 
regular classes elsewhere. If we have less than ten members en- 
rolled in the Special Class at the Central School, it may be advis- 
able if not desirable to make such a change. 


PHYSICAL EDUCATION 


Our Physical Education Program, particularly in the gram- 
mar school, has been given a new lease of life. The appointment 
of Mr. Carlton Berry, a graduate of Springfield College, made 
this possible. We believe the inclusion of physical education in 
the elementary school program is of considerable benefit, more 
especially to the boys and girls in the upper grades. 

However, the main drawback as we see it, is not the lack of 
time, but what time and when, can such a program be carried on 
most effectively, that is, without injury to regular academic class 
room instruction. 

_ The questions for you to give serious thought and attention 
are: shall we devote full time instruction for physical education 
in all grades, thereby creating the need for one more teacher, or 
shall we continue with the present part-time program?

LESLIE K. FAULKNER, PRINCIPAL 


ai spe is my fourth annual report as Principal of Orange High 
chool. 

The following high points of the past year are worth noting: 

1. Forty-five seniors were given aptitude tests with the 
cooperation of the Athol State Employment Office. The students 
showed continued enthusiasm about these tests, and each pupil 
was given a forty minute interview after the test results were 
tabulated. 

2. The senior class presented its annual play ‘‘Cheaper By 
the Dozen”’ in the auditorium on March 9, 1951. Mrs. Ryan did 
a most commendable job of coaching. 

The annual Senior Class trip to Washington was made 
April 14, 1951 through April 21, 1951. Forty-one members of the 
ae made the trip which was one of the most satisfactory ever 
taken. 

4. Fifty-five seniors were graduated at the seventy-fifth 
graduation exercises on Thursday evening, June 21, 1951. Suit- 
able recognition was made of the Diamond Jubilee year in a form 
of a souvenir program. The speaker was Dr. J. Wendell Yeo, 
Dean of the School of Education at Boston University. 

5. New Handbooks in English grammar were introduced 
for the sophomore and junior classes. New books for the fresh- 
man classes after the first of the year will mean that all four class- 
es have new textbooks. 

6. The twenty-second annual One-Act Play contest spon- 
sored by the Student Council was held on October 29, 1951, and 
first place went to the sophomores. 

7. Wepresented the third annual evening Christmas assem- 
bly on Thursday, December 20, 1951. Parents continue to show 
their interest in this event. 

8. The Booster Day held in October was a gratifying ex- 
perience. A total of slightly over $1,600.00 was raised for the 
continued support of the athletic program. It was pleasing to 
know that we have the backing of the townspeople in our efforts. 

9. After thirty-eight years of teaching, Miss Idonia C. 
Tubbs retired on December 31, 1951. She will be missed from 
our a for she was a most capable teacher devoted to her 
work. 
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The language instruction was transferred to Mr. Rene Mar- 
tin, and the English classes to Mrs. EK. Maxwell Robbins. 

I believe it should prove interesting to the townspeople to 
know how many graduates of the past five years, including the 
class of 1952, have gone, or will go, to colleges and schools.

It should be pointed out that practically all of the leading 
colleges and universities throughout the country have become 
members of the newly formed College Entrance Examination 
Board. Membership in this board means that the colleges agree 
to base their admissions standards on the results of the College 
Entrance Aptitude Tests. Therefore, all applicants for admission 
to member colleges are required to take the tests regardless of the 
public or private schools from which they graduate. Admission 
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is based mainly upon the student’s placement in the aptitude ex- 
‘aminations rather than upon his school grades alone. 


The building continues to need attention. The following are 
‘some of the more urgent needs: 

1. Additional painting 

1. Auditorium and gymnasium should be re-decorated. 
However, this cannot be accomplished in the auditorium 
until the roof has been repaired. 
2. The lower parts of all hallways. 

3. Sealing of all cement on inside stairway. 

4, All exposed wood surfaces on the outside. 

2. New shades are needed on all windows throughout: the 
building, but particularly on front windows, and on eighteen 
others. 

3. Fluorescent fixtures should be installed in the five class- 
rooms not yet equipped. 

4. Capping on the parapet on the rear wing of the building. 

5. New and additional equipment should be provided in 
the household arts room and the lunchroom kitchen. 

1. A new refrigerator and two new sinks in the household 
arts room. 
2. A new sink in the lunchroom kitchen. 

6. Ceilings in both locker rooms must be replaced without 
further delay as both are in extremely poor condition. 

7. Further sound proofing should be installed in the music 
room. This is not an extensive alteration and will make the room 
far more satisfactory for its intended use. 

8. Purchase of three new electric typewriters for the com- 
mercial department. Training on these machines should be in- 
stituted right away due to the increased use of such typewriters 
in the town. 

. 9. Immediate purchase of two electric floor polishers and 
cleaners to facilitate the cleaning of the larger floor areas in halls 
cand gymnasium. 

10. There must be immediate planning for the installation 
of a fireproof vault somewhere in the building to safeguard the 
file of irportant records. At the present time, there is no fire 
protection for any of the records which includes all present and 
past student record cards. 

li. Immediate acquisition of six fire extinguishers. There 
‘are only two extinguishers in the entire building, and these are 
required to be placed on either side of the stage in the auditor- 
ium. The remainder of the building is without any adequate fire 
protection. 
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12. An incinerator should be built in the school yard on the 
north side of the building. We have no facilities for burning rub- 
bish other than the ring of building wire now in use. This is no 
protection to the surrounding property against flying bits of 
burning paper, etc. 

13. Installation of more electrical outlets in the class-. 
rooms. : 


I have listed only the most essential and immediate needs. 
There are many others. All of the electrical, mechanical, and 
heating equipment is old, outmoded, and in constant danger of 
breaking down. These problems cannot be anticipated and will 
have to be met as they occur. 

I wish to thank everyone within the school department and 
the town who has contributed time, money and effort to aid the 
school during the past year. 


PHYSICAL EDUCATION 
FRANK T. WATERS, JR. 


Interscholastic sports and physical education classes have: 
been conducted as usual during the past year. 

Girls are required to complete two hours a week of supervis- 
ed calisthenics, intramural games, and body-building activities. 
There is also an opportunity for girls to participate in the winter 
in varsity and junior varsity basketball and in the spring in soft- 
ball. This year a plan has been initiated whereby all girls even- 
tually will be uniformly dressed for gym classes, and it is hoped 
that in each succeeding year more and more girls will supply the 
required gym suit. 

Boys’ physical education consists of two hours per week of 
supervised instruction for grades 9-12, and one hour per week for 
grades 6-8. Any high school boy may try for positions on the 
various teams. 

Last fall our program was expanded to include a grammar 
school interscholastic football team which was fully equipped and 
played four outside games. This became possible when Mr. 
Carlton Berry was added to our staff of instructors. A grammar 
school basketball program has been started by the formation of a 
Franklin County Grammar School League which includes 
Orange, Turners Falls, Shelburne Falls, and Buckland. 

We are anticipating that the use of the multi-purpose room 
of the New School will enable a still greater number of gr» mmar 
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school pupils to participate in physical education and in organ- 
ized sports. 

I feel that in the past two years there has been developed a 
sound program of physical education and sports. However, for 
better balance, I advocate a fall sport such as field hockey, for 
high school girls and perhaps a similar activity for junior high 
schoo] girls.

FRANKLIN, SS. 
To either of the Constables of the Town of ORANGE, in 
the County of Franklin: GREETING. 


IN THE NAME OF THE COMMONWEALTH OF 
MASSACHUSETTS, you are hereby directed to notify and 
warn the inhabitants of said Town, qualified to vote in elections, 
and in Town affairs, to meet at the Town Hall in said ORANGE, 
on Monday the third day of March next; at 8:00 o’clock in the 
forenoon, then and there to act on the following articles: 


ARTICLE 1. To choose by ballot the following town of- 
ficers: A moderator for one year, one selectman for three years; a 
treasurer for three years; a tax collector for three years; one as- 
sessor for three years; three constables for one year; one tree 
warden for one year; one member of the board of health for three 
years; one member of the board of public welfare for three years; 
one trustee of Memorial Hall for three years; two members of the 
school committee for three years; two library trustees for three 
years; one library trustee for two years to fill a vacancy; two 
members of the planning board for three years; two airport com- 
missioners for three years; one water commissioner for three 
years; one cemetery commissioner for three years. All the above 
named officers are in accordance with the vote of the town to be 
chosen on one ballot. For these purposes the polls will be opened 
at eight o’clock A. M. and will be closed at 7:00 o’clock P. M. 


ART. 2. To hear any reports that may be preeenteee or 
take any action in relation thereto. 


ART. 3. To see if the town will allow any accounts that 
may be presented, or take any action in relation thereto. 


ART. 4. To see if the town will vote to fix the time for 
payment of taxes, the date when interest on unpaid taxes shall 
begin and the rate of interest to be collected, or take any action 
in relation thereto. 
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ART. 5. To see if the town will vote to authorize the town 
treasurer, with the approval of the selectmen, to borrow money 
from time to time in anticipation of the revenue of the financial 
year beginning January 1, 1952 and to issue a note or notes 
therefor payable within one year, and to renew any note or notes 
as may be given for a period of less than one year, in accordance 
with Section 17, Chapter 44 of the General Laws, or take any 
action in relation thereto. 


ART. 6. Tosee if the town will choose a director in accord- 
ance with the provisions of Chapter 128, Section 41 of the Gener- 
al Laws, to serve one year, or take any action in relation thereto. 


ART. 7. To see what the town will vote to do with the 
money received from the county known as the “Dog Fund’’, or 
take any action in relation thereto. 

Recommended that the Dog Fund be applied to the 
Library Department. 


ART. 8. To see if the town will vote to pay the tree war- 
den the sum of $25.00 per year as salary and the further sum of 
$1.00 per hour for all time that he shall expend in actual labor in 
connection with his department, and which amount is included in 
the budget, or take any action in relation thereto. 

Recommended. 


ART. 9. To see if the town will vote to authorize the town 
treasurer with the approval of the Board of Selectmen to sell or 
dispose of the property acquired by the town through Treasur- 
er’s Deeds on Tax Titles foreclosed by Commissioner’s affidavit 
of land of low value, or by foreclosure through the Land Court. 

Recommended. 


ART. 10. To see if the town will vote to fix the salary and 
compensation of all elective officers of the town as provided by 
Section 108, of Chapter 41, General Laws to be made effective 
from January 1, 1952 as contained in the budget, or take any 
action in relation thereto. : 

Recommended. 


ART. 11. To appropriate such sums of money as may be 
necessary to defray town charges for the year ensuing by taxa- 
tion, from surplus, from reserve funds or accounts, or otherwise. 

Recommended figures are shown in separate budget 
tabulation. 
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ART. 12. To see if the town will vote to instruct the As- 
sessors to use from free cash such sums of money as the Com- 
missioner of Taxation and Corporations may allow to reduce the 
tax rate, or take any action in relation thereto. 

Recommended this article be passed over as new law 
does not require commissioner’s approval. 


ART. 13. To see if the town will vote to appropriate from 
surplus revenue the amount of State and County allotments from 
Chapter 90 maintenance and Chapter 90 construction with the 
provision that reimbursements from the State and County when 
received be restored to surplus revenue, or take any action in 
relation thereto. 

Recommended. 


ART. 14. To see if the town will vote to appropriate from 
surplus revenue the amount of the State allotment for Chapter 81 
maintenance with the provision that reimbursement from the 
State when received be restored to surplus revenue, or take any 
action in relation thereto. 

Recommended. 


ART. 15. To see if the town will vote to appropriate from 
surplus revenue the amount of $1,500.00 to be used to widen 
Holtshire Road on the West side of Lake Mattawa provided the 
State and County come in with their share as a Chapter 90 Pro- 
ject, or take any action in relation thereto. 

Recommend this article with necessary work to be 
done exclusive of Chapter 90 funds due to their require- 
ments. 


ART. 16. To see if the town will vote to appropriate from 
surplus revenue, the amount of State and County allotments for 
Chapter 90 Construction to be used to widen Holtshire Road, on 
the west side of Lake Mattawa with the provisions that reim- 
bursements from the State and County when received be restored 
to surplus revenue, or take any action in relation thereto. 

Recommended, same as Article 15. 


ART. 17. Tosee if the town will vote to purchase from the 
Road Machinery Earnings Reserve Account: One two ton Ford, 
2 speed axle, dump truck, costing $3,500.00; one Baker No. 271- 
A Plow costing $600.00; one Flexible Power Drive gasoline engine 
for turning sewer rods, costing $350.00, or take any action in 
relation thereto. 

Recommended. 
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ART. 18. To see if the town will vote to sell or trade the 
following equipment: One 1946 Ford V-8 two ton dumptruck, 
one Baker 158-A Reversible Plow, or take any action in relation 
thereto. 

Recommended. 


ART. 19. To see if the town will vote to transfer $1500.00 
from the Road Machinery Earnings Reserve Account to the 
Road Machinery Repair and Operation Account, or take any ac- 
tion in relation thereto. 

Recommended. 


ART. 20. To see if the town will vote to raise and appro- 
priate from surplus revenue, available funds, or by taxation or 
otherwise the sum of $1,700.00 to extend the sewer main 525 
feet westerly from the A. Friberg property on West Myrtle St., 
or take any action in relation thereto. 

Recommended. 


ART. 21. To see if the town will vote to raise and appro- 
priate from surplus revenue, available funds, by taxation or 
otherwise the sum of $3,100.00 to purchase a winch with cable 
and buckets to be used by the sewer department to clean sewer 
lines and catch basins, or take any action in relation thereto. 

Not recommended. 


ART. 22. To see if the town will vote to raise and appro- 
priate from surplus revenue, available funds, by taxation or 
otherwise the sum of $900.00 to be used to pay for cleaning the 
sewer main on Hast Main St., from Mechanic St. to the tunnel, a 
distance of about 881 feet, or take any action in relation thereto. 

Recommended. 


ART. 23. To see if the town will vote to accept that tract 
of land off Fryeville Road, in the Tully section, heretofore known 
as “‘Mayo Road”’ and as laid out and described in a survey by 
N. J. Hunting dated August 1951 and to be recorded and all at 
no expense to the town and provided that all abutters grant re- 
lease deeds to the town, or take any action in relation thereto. 

Not recommended. 


ART. 24. To see if the town will vote to authorize the 
Board of Selectmen to sell the town’s right, title and interest in 
and to a tract of land with a 130 foot frontage on the southerly 
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side of East Main St., in Orange for the sum of not less than 
$200.00, or take any action in relation thereto. 
Recommended. 


ART. 25. To see if the town will vote to petition the Leg- 
islature for special authorization to borrow a sum adequate to 
pay for the construction of a Municipal Building for Highway 
and Water Department use, and issue notes or bonds of the town 
therefore, or take any action in relation thereto. 

Insufficient information. 


ART. 26. To see if the town will vote to construct a new 
municipal building to be used by the Highway and Water De- 
partments and raise and appropriate from available funds, sur- 
plus revenue, by taxation, by borrowing and issuing notes or 
bonds of the town therefore, or otherwise a sum of money to pay 
for same, or take any action in relation thereto. 

Recommend the moderator appoint a committee 
consisting of various town departments concerned to con- 
sider the requirements such as building, site, cost, and 
financing. 


ART. 27. To see if the town will vote to raise and appro- 
priate from available funds, taxation or otherwise any sum of 
money to be used to pay for redecorating the town hall, or take 
any action in relation thereto. 

Recommended. 


ART. 28. To see if the town will vote to raise and appro- 
priate from available funds, taxation, or otherwise any sum of 
money to install an oil burner in the town hall, or take any action 
in relation thereto. 

Recommended. 


ART. 29. To see if the town will vote to sell or trade the 
present police and welfare car and raise and appropriate from 
available funds, taxation or otherwise any sum of money for the 
purchase of a new car, or take any action in relation thereto. 

Recommended. 


ART. 30. To see if the town will vote to raise and appro- 
priate from available funds, taxation or otherwise the sum of 
$2,979.27 to lay a new 6 inch water main approximately 700 feet 
along Blodgett St., from South Main St., to Hayden St., or take 
any action in relation thereto. 

Recommended. 
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ART. 31. To see if the town will vote to sell or trade the 
1940 3/4 ton Ford truck now being used by the Cemetery De- 
partment and raise and appropriate from available funds, taxa- 
tion or otherwise any sum of money to be used by the Cemetery 
Department to purchase a new truck, or take any action in re- 
lation thereto. 

Recommended 


ART. 32. To see if the town will vote to raise and appro- 
priate a sum of money for Mr. Roy W. French for the use of the 
parking space, or take any action in relation thereto. 

Recommended. 


ART. 33. To see if the town will vote to raise and appro- 
priate a sum of money for Eva Katz for use of the parking space, 
or take any action in relation thereto. 

Recommended. 


ART. 34. To see if the town will vote to sell its right, title 
and interest in and to the land and buildings known as Whitney 
Street School to the Orange Post, American Legion, or its build- 
ing corporation for the sum of $1. 00 or take any action in rela- 
tion thereto. 

Recommend leasing to Orange Post American Legion 
for 99 years with option to renew. 


ART. 35. To see if the town will vote to establish a public 
water system for North Orange, Tully and Packard Heights and 
to raise and appropriate from available funds, surplus revenue, 
by taxation, borrow and issue notes or bonds of the town there- 
fore, or otherwise, a sum of money to pay for same, or take any 
action in relation thereto. 

Recommendation will be made on Town Hall floor. 


ART. 36. To see if the town will vote to have an insurance 
survey made of all town properties including motor vehicles, this 
to be done without cost to the town by some nationally known 
insurance company, or companies, or take any action in relation 
thereto. 

Recommended. 


ART. 37. Toseeif the town will vote to have the moderat- 
or appoint a committee consisting of the Board of Water Com- 
missioners, the Water Superintendent, a member of the Board of 
Selectmen, two members of the Finance Board, and three mem- 
bers of the Water Survey Committee, to look into the possibility 
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of purchasing land needed for the protection and development of 
the water supply of Orange, or take any action in relation thereto. 


Recommended. 


ART. 38. To see if the town will vote to raise and appro- 
priate from surplus revenue, taxation or otherwise any sum of 
money to hire a company of outside experts in tax equalization 
to make a complete appraisal of all properties in Orange under 
the direction of the Board of Asessors, or take any action in 
relation thereto. 


Recommended. 


ART. 39. Tosee if the town will vote to extend its pre- 
sent public water system from its present terminus 1000 feet 
northerly along North Main St., and to raise and appropriate 
from available funds, surplus revenue, taxation, borrow and issue 
bonds or notes of the town therefore, or otherwise any sum of 
money to pay for same or take any action in relation thereto. 


Not recommended. 


ART. 40. To see if the town will vote to extend its present 
public sewer system from its present terminus 850 feet northerly 
along North Main St., and to raise and appropriate from avail- 

able funds, surplus revenue, taxation, borrow and issue notes or 
bonds of the town therefore, or otherwise any sum of money to 
pay for same or take any action in relation thereto. 


Not recommended. 


ART. 41. To see if the town will vote to adopt the follow- 
ing by-law in regard to public bids on contracts or purchases by 
the town: No contract for construction work or for the purchase 
of apparatus, supplies or materials, whether for repairs or original 
construction, the estimated cost of which amounts to three hun- 
dred dollars or more, except in cases of special emergency involv- 
ing the health or safety of the people or their property, shall be 
awarded unless proposals for the same have been invited by ad- 
vertisements in at least two newspapers published in the area 
once a week for at least two consecutive weeks, the last publica- 
tion to be at least one week before the time specified for the open- 
ing of said proposals. Such advertisements shall state the time 
and place where plans and specifications or proposed work or 
supplies may be had and the time and place for opening the pro- 
posals in answer to said advertisements, and shall reserve to the 
town the right to reject any or all of such proposals. All such 
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proposals shall be opened in public. No bill or contract shall be 
split or divided for the purpose of evading any provision of this 
by-law. 

Not recommended. 


ART. 42. To see if the town will vote to have the moderat- 
or appoint a committee to make a study of a site for a new ele- 
mentary school on the south side of town, or take any action in 
relation thereto. 

Recommended. 


ART. 48. To see if the town will vote to accept the follow- 
ing by-law: That the annual election of town officers shal Ibe held 
on the first Monday in February and the annual town meeting 
for appropriations and other business on the first Monday in 
March, or take any action in relation thereto. 

Not recommended. 


ART. 44. To see if the town will vote to adopt the pro- 
visions of Section 16B, Chapter 147, Massachusetts General 
Laws, which excuses members of the police department from 
duty for one day out of every six without loss of pay, or take any 
action in relation thereto. 

Recommended. 


And you are directed to serve this Warrant, by posting up 
attested copies thereof at the Post Offices in Orange and North 
Orange, seven days at least before the time of holding said meet- 
ing and by publishing attested copies thereof, in the local news- 
papers, in said Town, once at least before the time of holding 
said meeting. |
